No sin- 
gle factor is more Disturbing to, the 
successful prosecution of the war than 
the continued daily advertising of the 
fact that' the stock riggers in Wall 
Street are dealing in Liberty Bonds nt 
a discount of around three per cent 
below par. The best security on earth 
has been for years the bond of the 
U. S. Government.

Nothing 
has happened since, that time which 
can in any manner be said to have im- 
paired the credit 
of the government 


or be construed as favorable to a 
German victory. The probability of 
the success of the allied arms increas- 
es with each -passing day.
